PREVIOUS ACTION

January 10,2017 - Board of County Commissioners approved allocating dishict 3 frrnds in
the amount of $16,000 to Awaken.

BACKGROT]ND

Modification of guidelines and adoption of resolution for County Commission Distict Special
Fnnding on February 10,2015 created Commission District Special Funds for each
Commission District. On May 17,2076 the Board of County Commissioners approved the 16-
17 Fiscal year budget with special distict firnds allocated per Cornmission District in the
amount of $20,000. The monies appropriated are to support needs for all 'W'ashoe County
residents.

Funds appropriated through the Commission District Special Funds must provide substantial
benefit to the inhabitants of the County. The recipient must be a non-profit organization,
created for religious, charitable or educational purposes, or a govemment entity. Funds shall
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not provide any personal or private benefit for the Commissioners, direction or indirectly
benefit any campaign efforts by a commission, violate Ethics in Govemment law, or be used
to purchase tickets to special events.

Commissioner Jung has elected to support the following organization in fiscal year 2016-17l.

District 3:

Planned Parenthood [$3,500] This grant will support Planned Parenthood's mission, in
Washoe County, to provide comprehensive reproductive and complementary health care
services in settings which preserve and protect the essential privacy and rights of each
individual, to advocate public policies which guarantee these rights and ensure access to such
services, to provide educational programs rryhich enhance understanding of individual and
societal implications of human sexualifi and to promote research and the advancement of
technology in reproductive health care and encourage understanding of their inherent
bioethical, behavioral, and social implications.

Polygrarian Institute [$500] This grant will support the Polygrarian Institute's mission of
cultivating community based food systems through education, research & civic engagement.
The Polygrarian Institute's vision is to grow the next generation of conscientious farmers,
innovative educators, and sensible leaders that will collectively push the pendulum in a new
direction. Through intensive taining and mentorship programs, Polygrarians will experience
the inter-connectedness of food systems and develop contemporary methods to deploy
effective change in their communities.

events and shall be used within Washoe County.
